Ninety per cent of those 
funds were advanced, but once 
an architect was called in, it 
was determined both projects 
were still short funding. 

Chinook's Edge will ask Al¬ 
berta Infrastructure for permis¬ 
sion to transfer part of the 
funds already allocated for the 
high school project to finish 
modernizations at the elemen¬ 
tary school. With just over $2 
million still left for the high 
school project, the board will re¬ 
quest an additional $5,735,053 


in new funding to build a re¬ 
placement school with a capac¬ 
ity of 390 students. 

Chinook's Edge School Divi¬ 
sion said they would sell the 
land the school sits on now and 
apply those funds to the cost 
of a replacement high school. 

"We are extremely hopeful 
these projects will receive ap¬ 
proval," said Brassard. "These 
projects have been at the top 
of our priority list in this Divi¬ 
sion for a long time. We'd like 
to be able to offer our Didsbury 
students and staff more mod-

ern and up-to-date facilities." 
Didsbury High School scored 
one of the highest Facility au¬ 
dit scores in the province in 
1999.

Cuts to school budgets will 
affect each one differently

An announcement to cut 
1.5 per cent from school budg¬ 
ets could be a sign of worse 
times to come. 

Chinook’s Edge school 
board announced, Feb. 12, 
that schools in their division 
will need to cut spending by 
1.5 per cent to keep next 
year’s divisional budget bal¬ 
anced. 

Superintendent Jim Gib¬ 
bons said the division needs 
to find $2.2 million in order 
to balance their 2003/2004 
budget. 

To accomplish this task, 
schools are expected to help 
by cutting approximately 
$900,000 from their operating 
budgets. 

A remaining $1.3 million 
will be taken from, already 
depleted, division reserves 
which will make up the total 
shortfall expected - if there is 
no financial help given by the 
provincial government. 


This will be the second 
budget, in two years, bal¬ 
anced by reserve funds, said 
Roy Brassard, chairman of 
Chinook’s Edge school board. 

This method of budgeting 
is not sustainable, he said. 

“We feel we have cut the re¬ 
serve to the absolute mini¬ 
mum and the only alternative 
is to tell schools to plan for 
1.5 per cent less,” he said. 

This planning will deplete 
reserve funds to approxi¬ 
mately $2 million, the bare 
minimum, said Brassard. 



“We had a bit of a reserve 
last year, we dipped into that 
and we expect to do it again. 
A $2 million reserve is really 
cutting it tight.” 

Reserve funds are used for 
emergencies and unexpected 
expenses such as special needs 
for students.

Division will join crime prevention task force 


Board appoints 
assistant 

superintendent to task 
force

Chinook’s Edge School Board 
nominated the division’s assistant su¬ 
perintendent to be part of a task force 
to help prevent crime in central Al¬ 
berta. 

Shortly after listening to a presen¬ 
tation by Walter Kubanek, Red Deer’s 
Chief Crown Prosecutor, about how 
new methods needed to be sought to 
curb crime in the area, the board put 
Pieter Langstraat's name forward. 

The task force, which will meet for 
the first time in March, will discuss 
ways to address the issue of crime in 
a preventative way rather than react¬ 
ing to it after it happens. 

“I am suggesting that we do some¬ 
thing at an earlier stage,” said 
Kubanek. “Institutions like schools 
have the ability to address crimes that 
would never go to a court - like chil¬ 
dren under 12 years of age.” 

Kubanek said his goal is to have 
different governing bodies and public 
services come together to implement 
new ideas to address crime. He said 
the system that is in place now may 
be doing more harm than good. 

Kubanek pointed to a Red Deer 
situation as an example. He said that 
when the city was having problems 
with public drunkenness in the down¬ 
town area they reacted to the situa¬ 
tion by spending more money to have 
more officers patrolling the area. 
Kubanek argued that policing doesn’t 
necessarily cut back on crimes and 


instead displaces it. 

“In the Red Deer case they moved 
on to a residential area,” he said. 

The coalition for crime prevention 
is already being supported by the Fed¬ 
eration of Canadian Municipalities 
and the National Crime Prevention 
Strategy, said Kubanek, adding that 
partners should be willing to pool 
their resources to help address the 
issue. 

Chinook’s Edge trustees agreed

that school had a responsibility in 
helping to shape students as law-abid¬ 
ing citizens. 

Chinook’s Edge board chair Roy 
Brassard said students needed to be 
reached at a young age before it was 
too late. 

“Sometimes by the time a student 
turns 12 the die is cast and it is hard 
to turn a student around. 

Trustee Ian Taylor also recognized 
the important job a school must do. 

“Schools are one of the few places 
left where children are taught what 
is right and what is wrong,” said 
Taylor. “Many students only learn 
those lessons and that actions have 
consequences.”

Didsbury selected as a test 
project tor Alberta Supernet

Didsbury will be one of the first 
rural communities to be part of the 
Alberta Supernet. 

The Alberta government in alliance 
with Bell Mobility will be implement¬ 
ing the project starting this year. 

The new fibre-optic system will link 
all broadband systems such as tel¬ 
ephone, cable and internet. The sys¬ 
tem will service places such as schools, 
libraries and Alberta Government 


agencies, allowing them to stay con¬ 
nected with each other. 

Although this project is in the be¬ 
ginning stages, Didsbury has been se¬ 
lected as a test community. Didsbury 
officials have undergone preliminary 
hearings with the company and are 
awaiting the outcome of further inves¬ 
tigation into the project. 

The Supernet will eventually serv¬ 
ice approximately 450 communities 
throughout the province. 

“This is really only the tip of the 
iceberg,” said Mike Phillips, assistant 
development officer for the Town of 
Didsbury. 

The Supernet is scheduled to be up 
and running by 2004. 

“By freeze up this year they want 
to have groundwork layed,” said 
Phillips.

Day Treatment Program approved

The Chinook’s Edge Board gave its 
approval to a Day Treatment Program. 

The program was presented at the 
January Board meeting. 

The program will benefit 12-17 year 
old Central Alberta students with be¬ 


havioural challenges. 

It involves a partnership between Red 
Deer Public School Board, Diamond 
Willow Children and Family Services, 
Mental Health Regional Services, and 
Parkland Youth Homes. 


“If we get a special needs student 
right now, who needs relief with a hear¬ 
ing specialist it could end up costing be¬ 
tween $30,000 and $40,000 just for one 
child. We feel we have cut the reserve 
funds to the absolute minimum and the 
only alternative is to ask the schools to 
plan for 1.5 per cent less.” 

Chinook’s Edge, along with every 
other division, is hoping for financial 
rescue from the province to avoid cuts 
to their school’s budgets and be able to 
maintain the class sizes as well as pay 
for the 14.09 per cent arbitrated salary 
increases for teachers. 

“We are going to have to draw on 
every resource we can,” said Brassard. 
“We are telling schools to prepare and 
we are saying to Dr. Oberg (Provincial 
Minister of Learning) this is crazy to 
be up and down like this.” 

Brassard said the only remedy he can 
see for this dismal situation would be 
for the province to start providing sta¬ 
ble funding, allowing divisions to do 
long-term planning. 

“A long term plan is what we need so 
we aren’t holding schools and students 
hostage.” 

The province has told school boards 
that next year’s budget will be delayed 
and they shouldn’t expect any announce¬ 
ments until late March or April. 

School budgets are expected to be 
reviewed and approved by the division 
in May. 

Susan Roy, treasurer for Chinook’s 
Edge said these cuts will mean different 
difficulties for each school. 

A 1.5 per cent cut will equal $46,000 
less for Olds High school; $23,000 for 


Deer Meadow; $34,000 for Olds Elemen¬ 
tary; $2,800 for Olds Outreach; $23,000 
for Sundre High; $50,000 for River Val¬ 
ley and E.W. Miller; $3,000 for the 
Learning Centre in Sundre; $24,000 for 
Didsbury High; $25,000 for West Glen; 
$27,000 for Ross Ford; $3,000 for Dids¬ 
bury Outreach and $34,000 for Bowden 
Grandview. 

Olds High school Principal Tom 
Christensen said this cut will make an 
already difficult budget, worse. 

“We don’t have any reserves at the 
school, we have no room to bend and 
the cuts will be felt.” 

He said, depending on how the school 
sets their priorities, a cut in funding 
could affect class size, support staff, sup¬ 
plies for administration and instruction. 

Sundre High school Principal Ray 
Hoppins, said he will budget the school’s 
budget by taking a little bit from every¬ 
where. 

“My overall concern is that, in gen¬ 
eral, education is underfunded and 
school’s need more money to do their 
jobs,” said Hoppins.

New school in Didsbury?

When Chinook’s Edge School 
Board dealt with how they were 
going to deal with their budget 
this year, they yet again made the 
statement that a provincial long- 
term funding plan would help 
them to know what to expect 
from year to year. 

But because the provincial 
government has not implemented 
a long term plan means that 
every year the local school board 
cannot plan for the future and 
must continue on a year-by-year 
basis. 


An example of this can be seen in a Didsbury infrastructure 
project. The Didsbury High School has needed improvements 
for years and the School Board has lobbied for funds for the 
project for the same amount of time. And even though a 1999 
audit revealed the school should be one of the top priorities in 
the province, all of the necessary funds are still not in place. 

Chinook’s Edge School Board received some hope last week 
when they were encouraged to submit for a brand new high 
school for Didsbury. 

But it should be remembered that good news follows previ¬ 
ous good news and disappointment. 

The project took a huge step forward when millions of dol¬ 
lars were allotted by the province for two Didsbury school 
projects including the high school. 

But the announcement of funding freezes has halted the 
project after it was discovered there still wasn’t enough money 
for the project. 

The province needs to come up with a formula to address 
long-term issues like the Didsbury High School. 

One of the best examples I can think of where a government 
put something into place that gave long-term answers was 
Mountain View County Council’s Recreation policy. Local 
municipalities would come before the County when they had a 
large project, like a new arena, to build. 

They would ask the County for funds because their rate¬ 
payers would use them too. Instead of dealing with the projects 
on a case by case basis, the County has a per capita funding 
arrangement with its local municipalities. 

The move became a long term solution. 

Until the Alberta government makes a similar move, school 
boards will be forced to budget and plan on a short term basis.

Stay in Proceedings of New 
Administration Building Spending 


County Council established the Administra¬ 
tion Building Review Committee in January, 
2002 with the purpose to recommend to 
County Council the actions necessary to ad¬ 
dress the current and future County Admin¬ 
istration Building needs required to provide 
adequate administrative services to Mountain 
View County. 

The Committee decided to conduct another 
in depth review of the current building be¬ 
cause 75^ of the voters at the 2001 Munici¬ 
pal Election were opposed to the proposed new 
construction. 

The Committee presented the Renovation 
Feasibility Report at a Special Council Meet¬ 
ing on December 11, 2002. The Committee 
made the following recommendation: 

"That renovation design Option 5A or 5B 
be used if the County Administration Build¬ 
ing is renovated and, further, that County 
Council instruct the County Administration 
Building Review Committee to further inves¬ 
tigate options for new construction." 

County Council accepted this recommenda¬ 
tion (Motion #631) and requested the Com¬ 
mittee to set out the mandate and the terms 
of reference to investigate new construction 
and provide this information, together with 
related costs, to Council at the December 23, 
2002 County Council meeting. (Motion #632). 
Upon receipt of the requested information, 
Council approved a motion that $20,750 plus 


disbursements and GST be approved for The 
Cohos Evamy Partners to prepare a New 
Building Feasibility Report and, further, that 
the Administration Building Review Commit¬ 
tee be authorized to expend funds for commit¬ 
tee and public meetings, appraisal of current 
site and building and environment assess¬ 
ments, as necessary. (Motion # 677). 

The Building Review Committee held a 
meeting for the public during the preparation 
of the Renovation Feasibility Study and prior 
to the completion of the report. 

Subsequent to that meeting, the Commit¬ 
tee and Council have received oral and writ¬ 
ten comments suggesting that the feasibility 
of building a new administration building be 
considered before final decisions are made. 

Please note that the December, 2002 Coun¬ 
cil resolutions were made to facilitate obtain¬ 
ing information to assist Council in its deci¬ 
sion-making for the best interests of Moun¬ 
tain View County residents and taxpayers. 
These resolutions are not "to approve spend¬ 
ing for a new administration building" as your 
January 16, 2003 letter indicates. 

The County is continuing to investigate 
options for new construction as authorized 
by County Council in conjunction with the 
overall Administration Building Review which 
includes potential renovation.

3. Continue to attract and 
retain nurses by keeping Alber¬ 
ta's nurses among the highest 
paid in Canada and improving 
working conditions.

thorities want to increase the 
number nurses working full¬ 
time versus part-time, as has 
been recommended by the nurs¬ 
ing profession for several years. 

We also want to reduce the 
need for overtime so that 
nurses can have more predict¬ 
able work schedules and we can 
free up resources that can be 
directed toward patient care. 
At the same time, we want to 
eliminate contract provisions 
that now result in too few reg¬ 
istered nurses working on 
some shifts in some locations, 
and too many working at other 
times. 

We must as well speed up 
the process for hiring new 


nurses into vacant positions, 
use the knowledge and skills of 
registered nurses where they 
will provide the greatest benefit 
to patients, and make it easier 
for individual nurses to work 
with their nurse managers to 
develop work and vacation 
schedules that meet the needs 
of patients and nurses. 

Finally, health authorities 
want to continue to attract new 
nurses to Alberta. The current 
contract gave Alberta nurses 
salary increases of up to 22#, 
making them among the high¬ 
est paid in Canada.

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School officials should use risk management during outings 


Dear Editor, 

The horrible tragedy in 
Glacier National Park that 
claimed seven young lives will 
again raise questions about 
safety on school outings. 
School officials must take 
risk seriously. Risk manage¬ 
ment is key. 

The Canada Safety Coun¬ 
cil has long encouraged par¬ 
ents to ask questions about 
safety on their children's 
school outings. Most parents 
sign the consent form and 
assume their child will be 
safe. Yet thousands of injuries 
and even a few deaths happen 
every year on school outings. 

The Canada Safety Coun¬ 
cil identified this issue a cou¬ 
ple of years ago. In 2000 there 
were seven fatalities on 
school field trips. Some of 
these incidents have lead to 
lawsuits. In Ontario, two el¬ 
ementary school children 
drowned when their tour boat 
sank in bad weather, and two 
high school students were 
killed at a workplace they 
were visiting as part of a 
school program. Also that 
year, two Calgary students 
and a parent chaperone 
drowned when they were 
swept into the ocean while on 
a beach hike in California. 

During the first half of 
2002, an Ontario teenager 
was killed and another be¬ 
came a quadriplegic from in¬ 
juries suffered on school ski 
trips, and a Winnipeg girl 
drowned on a school-spon¬ 
sored swimming trip. 

Parents have a right to ask 
for assurance that precautions 
have been taken. How does

the school plan to ensure the 
children's safety during the 
outing? What are the poten¬ 
tial hazards? Have there been 
mishaps on similar trips? 
How have they been ad¬ 
dressed? How many adults 
will be supervising? What are 
their qualifications? What is 
expected of the children? 
What is the educational value 
of the trip? 

Parents should find out the 


details of the trip, give writ¬ 
ten permission for their child 
to go, and reinforce the 
behavior expectations. 

School administrators, in¬ 
deed, have the responsibility 
of deciding where to draw the 
line between student safety 
and real world learning expe¬ 
riences. Risk management is 
a systematic approach to pre¬ 
vent or reduce exposure to 
losses. It involves identifying

Pedestrian death on highway #2 still unexplained

Police say they still 
don’t know why a 27- 
year-old female pedes¬ 
trian killed on Highway 
2 near Olds early Mon¬ 
day night was walking 
down the middle of the 
southbound driving 
lanes, according to 


RCMP Const. Dusty 
Miller. 

“We have no idea why 
she was there. There is 
no area along Highway 
2 that we like to see peo¬ 
ple walking. 

“With the changing 
road conditions and the 
traffic it’s not a safe 
place to be walking,” 


said Miller, a member of 
the Innisfail Traffic 
Services Section. 

The woman, Kerry 
Jordan of Bowden, was 
struck by a vehicle as 
she walked on the high¬ 
way at about 9 p.m. She 
was subsequently hit by 
a second vehicle. 

Impaired driving was 


not a factor in the crash, 
and no charges are pend¬ 
ing at this time, he said. 

The two drivers in¬ 
volved in the accident 
have been put in contact 
with Innisfail Victims 
Services personnel, he 
said. 

“Generally speaking 
we get victim’s services 


involved right away. 
They can channel vic¬ 
tims, in this case the 
drivers, into proper 
counselling. They have 
been contacted in this 
case.” 

Operated under the 
direction of the RCMP, 
Victim Service Societies 
are collections of civilian 


volunteers who provide 
support information and 
referrals to victims of 
crimes, accidents and 
other mishaps. 

Neither driver was 
injured in the accident. 
Their names and ages 
have not been released. 

The investigation is 
continuing.

Trustee Doug Campbell said he still didn’t know 
what would constitute as a terrorist threat and said 
that an insurance company that was looking to pay 
out a claim on a border-line case might decide to go to 
court rather than pay out.

Didsbury High School Students Tyler Brilz 
and Grant Richmond will receive 16 credits 
for completing the Green Certificate Program 
towards their diploma, hut more importantly, 
have gained cutting edge knowledge about the 
business of agriculture. 

The Green Certificate Program recognizes 
the skills gained by students working in the 
agriculture industry. The program offers a 
certificate in different areas - Cow Calf, Dairy, 
Field Crop. Feedlot, Irrigated Field Crop, 
Sheep and Swine. 

The program includes approximately 400 
hours of work experience on a farm and test¬ 
ing through the Olds College. 

Richmond, a Scotland Native, did his work 
at West way Farms - local operation. He said 
the program taught him a lot about modern 
farming procedures. 

"You learn a lot of general stuff like han¬ 
dling cows, vaccination techniques, learning 
to operate farm machinery and other equip¬ 


ment,” said Richmond who took both feedlot 
and cow/calf disciplines. 

Richmond completed his hours over a two- 
and-a-half year period. 

Brilz finished the work experience compo¬ 
nent of his course at his parent's farm. He said 
he was able to bring knowledge he gained 
through the course back to the farm and im¬ 
plement it there. 

"Personally I think that most farm-oriented 
households would benefit by having someone 
go through the program," he said adding that 
learning about changing government regula¬ 
tions help farms stay up-to-date.

Community contact 
is essential for a 
school board 


Community 
meeting collects 
education 
concerns, ideas 

Since my time on the 
Board, we trustees have had 
an ongoing concern about ef¬ 
fectively contacting our elec¬ 
torate. This column is one 
approach; attending school 
council meetings is another. 
However, education matters 
were never of burning inter¬ 
est to everybody, especially if 
they had no children in 
school. When the Province 
reorganized school boards in 
1994 and trustees had to rep¬ 
resent bigger areas and more 
people the challenge of stay¬ 
ing in touch with the public 
increased. 

To help us get the message 
out about the enterprise of 
public education we hired a 
communications officer over 
a year ago. We judge this to 
have been a great success. We 
now have professionally writ¬ 
ten press releases that update 
the public on developments 
and incidents in the Division 
as well as projecting a posi¬ 
tive image about our schools. 

This year, at the sugges¬ 
tion of our communications 
officer, we went one step fur¬ 
ther to plan meetings in each 
ward with community lead¬ 
ers. To this end I hosted a 
community breakfast on 
January 21st at the Carstairs 
Community Hall. Despite the 
cold snap and the fresh snow, 
nearly all those invited ar¬ 
rived, including councillors 
and mayors from Cremona 
and Carstairs, our local 
County Councillor, and local 
MLA. The majority of those 
invited no longer had direct 
contact with schools. 

The purpose of the meeting 
was twofold; to inform those 
present about the operation 
and initiatives of Chinook's 
Kdge School Division then to 
gather input from the guests 
on how they rate current op¬ 
erations and what they saw 
as priorities for the future. 
After I gave a power point 
presentation about the Divi¬ 
sion, participants were asked 
to discuss two questions at 
their tables: "Is Chinook's

Edge doing a good job in its 
effort to meet the needs of stu¬ 
dent?" and, "What should 
schools look like in the fu¬ 
ture?" Individuals from each 
table reported to the large 
group and everybody wrote 
responses that were collected 
at the end and have since 
been compiled. 

There were as many varied 
opinions from the group as 
the number of people attend¬ 
ing. In response to the first 
question many participants 
were generally pleased with 
the job the Division was do¬ 
ing. Two concerns mentioned 
by several people were that 
the Division might be spread¬ 
ing its resources too thin by 
trying too many initiatives - 
especially venturing into ar¬ 
eas that should be the respon¬ 
sibility of parents, and sec¬ 
ondly that schools have be¬ 
come too isolated and apart 
from the communities they 
serve. 

In considering the second 
question respondents again 
exhibited some common 
themes. While accepting that 
technology will play an in¬ 
creasingly greater role in edu¬ 
cation they were concerned 
that students do not become 
totally dependent on ma¬ 
chines. They said that there 
will still be a need to have 
basic literacy and numeracy 
skills, and it will still be im¬ 
portant for students to have 
employability skills like reli¬ 
ability, punctuality, and 
"stick-to-it" at a job. They also 
saw a need for the school to 
become much more integrated 
with the community "Be a re¬ 
source center of, to and for 
the community" - a place 
where adults could also take 
classes.

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At The 
Kitchen 
Table

Ralph and I were eating lunch last week while we listened 
to Wild Rose Country on the CBC. Subject of the day was 
rural driving habits and the statistics were really frighten¬ 
ing. Based upon Alberta Travel Collision Statistics from Al¬ 
berta Transportation in the year 2000, rural areas had 226 
fatal collisions and urban areas only 86. Rural areas had 
72.4 percent of all the fatal crashes in the Province. In 2001 
it gets worse, country people had 253 fatal collisions and 
urban drivers 88, so rural areas had 74.2 percent of all the 
fatal crashes in Alberta. 

We looked at each other in disbelief, there has to be some 
reason for this and the nice man went on to explain. “Coun¬ 
try people have a concept of fatalism” he said, “ they feel 
that this time they were either lucky or unlucky, they have a 
Spiritual outlook in that their welfare is probably Gods Will, 
‘my number was up or it wasn’t my turn.’ They have more of 
a connection with the land and the environment.” 

I was incensed, “Another couple of inches to help widen 
the gap between rural rubes and city sophisticates. He thinks 
we drive around, singing Nearer My God to Thee, whistling 
through signs that we probably can’t read and driving one 
handed while we toss organic hemp seeds to the White Dove 
perched on the hood. Where do they get this stuff ?” 

I phoned CBC Calgary and the producer of Wildrose Coun¬ 
try gave me the name and phone number for the guest in 
question. I called Peter Rothe at The Alberta Centre for In¬ 
jury Control and Research in Edmonton. Peter was in the 
middle of an office cleaning but he was helpful and accommo¬ 
dating. He said that they interviewed between 300 and 400 
rural people and he felt quite sure that he was correct in his 
conclusions. People who live in the country probably live 
there because they are inherently independent, value free¬ 
dom. are closer to nature so they have a sense of being guided 
and are maybe more aware of the passing landscape because 
they are not distracted by traffic lights, cop cars, couriers on 
bicycles and ladies with poodles. He said that rural people 
seemed to feel more responsibility toward their neighbors so 
were more careful passing through a Town or Village be¬ 
cause they probably knew the people on the street but once 
on the open road the feeling was, “I look out for me and you 
look after you.” He said, “when you feel that way you tend 
to remove yourself from re sponsibility.” 

He is probably right. Farmers do tend to be freedom lov¬ 
ing and independent, people who regularly deal with enor¬ 
mous machinery and furious, protective mother cows have 
to rely on a higher power and do become fatalistic. As kids 
we regularly yelled. “Dad." As our father admired a lovely 
crop of oats or a beautiful colt and wandered to the edge of 
the road. I have occasionally been half way to Carstairs when 
I remembered that I was actually going to Didsbury and I 
know full well that I should not be allowed to drive in Spring 
when trees are greening, wild flowers blooming and baby 
animals romping in the sunshine. 

And we all drive too fast. A smooth open road that we 
have traveled a zillion times, very light traffic, no police, no 
traffic lights, you could do it in your sleep and the speedom¬ 
eter creeps up and up. almost of its own free will. Meanwhile 
coming from a side road is another independent free spirit 
who took off his seat belt so that he could reach his cell 
phone to order a combine part. He too is so familiar with the 
road that he almost doesn’t see it at all and he’s driving too 
fast. 

These are terrible statistics. Please let’s do something about 
them. Driving a car at 110 kph is a full time job that de¬ 
serves your undivided attention. Stop at the stop signs, wear 
your seat belt, watch that independent, fatalistic idiot who is 
entering from the side road and slow down!

QUESTION: My son is just over a year old. I quit my 
job when he was born, believing it was the right thing to 
do, but lately our finances have been so tight that I’m 
seriously considering going back to work. What are your 
feelings about putting a child of this age in day care? 

DR. DOBSON: Let me begin by saying that I under¬ 
stand the struggle you’re facing. When our firstborn was 
2 years old, I was finishing my doctoral work at the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California. Every available dollar was 
needed to support my tuition and related expenses. Al¬ 
though we didn’t want Shirley to work when Danae was 
young, we felt we had no alternative. Shirley taught 
school and our little girl was taken to a day-care center 
each morning. 

One day when we arrived at the facility, Danae began 
to cry uncontrollably. “No! No! No, Daddy!” she said to 
me. She had a look of terror in her eyes, and I suspected 
that she had been very upset the last time she was there. 
I could only imagine what had happened. I turned and 
walked back to the car carrying my precious daughter. 
When we were alone, I said, “Danae, I promise that you 
will never have to stay there again.” 

And she never did. I share this to underscore the point 
that though I’m sympathetic with your financial anxie¬ 
ties, I’d still advise you to avoid the day-care option if at 
all possible. 

My opinion on this subject is based on hard data. The 
National Institute of Child Health and Human Develop¬ 
ment has conducted the most comprehensive study of this 
issue to date. 

More than 1,100 mothers and children and 10 premier 
child-care sites across the United States were evaluated 
when the children were 6, 15, 24 and 36 months of age. 
Preliminary findings confirm that leaving a very young 
child in a day-care facility is associated with less sensi¬ 
tive mothering and child engagement. 

The child also tends to react less positively to the 
mother. In other words, the bond between mother and 
child is affected somewhat negatively by early day-care 
experience, especially if the mother tends by nature to be 
insensitive. 

QUESTION: Do you have any practical suggestions 
for couples who are serious about making the effort to 
live on one income? How can they avoid bankruptcy? 

DR. DOBSON: There may be a way to get it done. 
Donna Partow, author of “Homemade Business,” has of¬ 
fered specific advice about starting your own business, 
which could involve desktop publishing, pet grooming, 
sewing, consulting, transcribing legal documents or even 
getting into mail-order sales. 

Choosing the right business is the first of three pre¬ 
paratory steps. Consider taking a personal-skills-and-in- 
terest inventory to identify your abilities and to discover 
what you might enjoy doing. 

The second step is to do your homework. Begin by ask¬ 
ing your librarian to help you research your chosen field. 
Look up books, magazines and newspaper articles. Talk 
to other people who have done what you are considering. 
Join an industry organization and a network. Subscribe 
to industry publications. 

According to Mrs. Partow, the third step is to garner 
as much support as you can. Get your children, your 
spouse and your friends on your side. Then marshal your 
resources and go for it. Before telling me why this alter¬ 
native is impossible in light of your circumstances, let me 
tell you about the Van Wingerden family in Colorado 
Springs, Colo. They have 22 children, 12 of them adopted 
and 10 born to Lynn, the mother. 

They own a strawberry farm and all the children old 
enough to work are involved in it. Believe it or not, Mrs. 
Van Wingerden homeschools all the kids personally. The 
family is highly organized and structured, with the teen¬ 
agers having specific and rotating responsibilities for rou¬ 
tine tasks and for the care of the youngsters. Visiting 
their home is a delight. 

The Van Wingerdens prove that many things are possi¬ 
ble for those who set their minds to it.

Home Sweet Home 

Renovate, construct a new building or simply 
make do with the old - lots of options, tons of 
considerations to weigh. 


When they signed up for a term on the County Building 
Administration Building Committee, they had no idea 
what they were in for. But, Richard Baudistel, Rod 
Elvestad. Albert Kemmere, Ted Kostenuke, Robert 
Rowntree, Councillor Dave Derksen (Chair) 
Councillor Charlie Van Arnam, County Commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude, and Assistant Commissioner Tony 
Martens have embraced their mandate wholeheartedly 
and they re determined to see it completed - really 
completed — right down to weighing every option 
including new building construction. 

Every nook and cranny 

They started by adding architects; The Cohos Evamy 
Partners to the team to conduct a Renovation 
Feasibility Study. The process looked at every nook 
and cranny of the County building and probed its every 
possible use short and long-term. Heres how they 
went about it. 

• A review of all previous reports and existing 
building plans 

• Interviews with staff and building users to 
understand the facility s functionality and to assess 
workspace needs short and long term 

• A thorough inspection of the building to; 

(a) determine the need for immediate repairs to 
rectify building code infractions; (b) ensure safety 
for building users and; (c) plan for the buildings 
long-term stability. 

• A series of schematic drawings showing 
renovation options 

Action is needed 

The Renovation Feasibility Study clearly shows - 
action is needed on more than a few fronts. 

First, the building has to be brought up to code and the 
roof needs replacing. This will cost about $ 875,000 (if 
done at the same time as a renovation. If it is done 
independent of a renovation, costs will be about 10 
15% higher). 


Second, the building as it currently stands, will not 
safely or cost-effectively serve the needs of the County 
for the short or long-term. Change is inevitable. 

Out of a possible five renovation scenarios, the 
Committee targeted options 5A and 5B for 
consideration. Both would see a major renovation to 
the building, (on the existing site) including: much 
improved functionality, significantly better public 
access, new council chambers and more work space to 
accommodate increasing responsibilities as federal and 
provincial governments download more programs and 
administration to the municipal level. 

The difference between the two options is the Council 
Chambers. Option 5A has the Chambers as an 
extension to the building. Option 5B has the Chambers 
as an annex to the building that ran be accessed in a 
number of ways. Both options offer a much-improved 
public meeting facility. 

In either scenario, business would continue as usual 
during construction. The renovation would be 
scheduled in phases to avoid moving departments out 
of the building while construction is underway. Using a 
phased approach, the renovation would likely be 22-32 
months in duration. 

These two renovation options are estimated at $ 3.5 
million to $ 3.9 million. 

Apples to Apples 

Given the extent of renovations required, the 
Committee feels it is prudent to also explore the 
potential of new construction. 'When we re dealing 
with change of this magnitude, we think its important 
to consider all avenues, ” says Dave Derksen, 
Committee Chair. By scoping out the cost and 
implications of new building construction, then we can 
truly compare apples to apples, and make an informed 
decision about the buildings future. 

'Given the dollars were looking at. in either a 
renovation or new construction option, $ 35.000 is less 
than 1% of our future investment in renovation or new 
construction, "he says. 'It buys our rate payers peace 
of mind because we won I be looking back twenty 
years from now, and wondering what if. " 


The Cohos Evamy Partners are currently conducting 
the New Construction Feasibility Study and expect to 
have a completed report April 2003. 


Roommates 


Theres more than a few people watching the progress 
of the Committee. One group thats interested to see 
how the buildings future shapes up is the Town of 
Didsbury. With expanded workspace and greater 
functionality at the County Building, there could be 
potential to blend the administration offices of both 
the Town and County under one roof. The result 
would be savings to town and county residents and 
more efficiency in service delivery. 

To test the waters. The Town is currently circulating a 
questionnaire asking ratepayers their views on the 
option of sharing space. 

Stay Informed 

Like the Renovation Feasibility Study, a progress 
report on the New Construction option will be shared 
in a public forum with county residents and 
ratepayers to get feedback, answer questions, and 
share comments. Then, the Administration Building 
Committee will present a final New Construction 
Feasibility Study report and recommendations to 
Council at a special Council meeting (Spring 2003). 
The public is invited to observe in fact, the public 
and the media are welcome to observe all regular 
monthly Council meetings.

Playing in Air Canada Cup has been beneficial for players

experience of playing in a national championship is 
something they will never forget and cherish for a 
lifetime. 

Smyth, the Chiefs' captain, was named the Most 
Valuable Player in the Western Canadian Midget AAA 
championship tournament and was among the lead¬ 
ers in scoring at the Air Canada Cup. 

"The experience a player receives by playing in the 
Air Canada Cup is beneficial," Smyth said indicating, 
the Chiefs were a closely knit team. 

Although the Chiefs failed to win the Air Canada 
Cup, Smyth indicated the team was very competitive 
making it to the tournament play ofTs. "We had a lot 
of talent and played together as a team," Smyth addl'd. 

"The players' interest was for the betterment of the 
team, not individual statistics," he added. Before join¬ 
ing the Chiefs last season, Smyth played a few games 
with the Grizzlys and the experience he gained play¬ 
ing in the AJHL made him a better player at the Midget 


AAA level. 

According to Smyth, the biggest adjustment facing 
him as a member of the Grizzlys is the speed of the 
game. Because of the quickness of the AJHL, Smyth 
noted a player has to know what he is going to do 
with the puck the minute he receives it. 

"A player has to be thinking all the time as there is 
not much time to make a play," he added. 

Meanwhile, Stankievech one of the leading scorers 
on the Chiefs indicated he expects to be an offensive 
contributor while playing for the Grizzlys. The main 
adjustment for Stankievech this year with the Grizzlys 
was becoming a better defensive player and getting 
used to play without the red line. 

"In Junior A hockey, a player has to be able to play 
at both ends of the rink," he said. 

"What I'm finding is there is not much time making 
a play, you have to shoot or pass the puck quickly,” 
he noted. 


Any time a player has the opportunity of playing 
in a national championship, they benefit from it. 

Five current Grizzlys' players have played in the 
Air Canada Cup, emblamatic of Midget AAA hockey 
supremecy in Canada. 

Last year, four players were members of the Red
